The effect o f letting the bars down 
during' I In* World War, when m er­ 
chants and citizens provided soldiers 
with tobacco, especially cigarettes, is 
now being felt, not only in 
Rush 
county, but the entire state as the to­ 
b a cco form ing habit is growing, e s ­ 
pecially with tile young boys 
and 
young men o f school age. 
This opinion w as cited today 
by 
Judge Will M. Sparks, who in an in­ 
terview stated that his attention had 
been called recently to the neglect

S p a r k s today in speaking 
about the m atter, desired to issue a 
w arning to m erchants and 
others,

citizen s o f the county in regard to 
tin* sale o f tobacco and especially 
cigarettes to minors. Much o f this is 
due to the fa ct that during and since 
the World W ar there w as and is a 
la x n e ss on the part o f the citizens I 
and m erchants along this line and 
bv reason o f this fa c t the preval- 
ance of the habit has become a ser­
